YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1890. 


The Board of Education take pleasure in reporting that, in 
its judgment, a good degree of prosperity has attended the 
schools during the past year. With an exception, noted else- 
where, parents have manifested a commendable interest and 
scholars a commendable diligence. In saying this we would 
not imply that there is no room for further improvement. The 
little faults of the schools are perhaps better remedied by sug- 
gestion and caution to those specially charged with their man- 
agement than in any other way. It is true also that the expe- 
rience of one year may be made to furnish valuable data for 
the mode of proceedings in subsequent years. 

We have acted in accordance with our best judgment in re- 
gard to all matters which have come up for consideration. The 
friction incident to the adjustment of affairs to the require- 
ments of the new law had largely passed away before the pres- 
ent school year began. Scholurs came to their work with no 
uncertainty as to what school they should attend or what might 
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be required of them. The teachers have generally manifested 
«clear idea of their duties and an earnest desire to perform 
them in a satisfactory manner. 


BrisTot AND Hitt UNION SCHOOL. 


As in former years the pupils residing in the former river 
road and Borough districts had their school privileges with the 
adjoining school in Bristol. The school was nnder the instruc- 
tion of Miss Mary Morri tt, of Bridgewater, during the first 
term, and of Miss Maup Heath, of Bristol, during the second 
term. Both were effivient teachers. Nine scholars from Hill 
were in attendance. ‘This town contributed $78 toward the ex- 
pense of the school. 

Roi or nonor:—The following pupils are entitled to men- 
tion as being in constant attendance during the entire year, 
with the exception, in the case of the last three, of slight ab- 
sences on account of sickness :—Walter C. Dickerson, Etta V. 
Simonds, Frances KE. Hall, Jennie L. Dickerson, Sadie A. 
Simonds. 


VILLAGE SCHCOL. 


At the opening of the fall term the village school was grad- 
ed, the more advanced classes being placed under the instruction 
of the formerteacher and a new teacher was employed for the 
younger classes. The upper part of the academy building was 
fitted up and the higher branches taught there, while the lower 
portion was set apart for the smaller scholars. Those who 
were interested in the grading of the school contributed an 
amount sufficient to pay one-half the salary of the teacher in 
the lower department. It is proper to say that the grading 
was regarded in the light of an experiment, whose result 
might indicate what plan should be adopted in the future. 


REMOVAL oF DickERsoN Hitt Scuoor Howse. 


It may be well to give the facts relative to the removal of the 
Dickerson Hill school house, which are these: A gentleman 
from Buston had some thought of building a residence near the 
Rey. Dr. Murdock’s, and it was his wish that before doing so 
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the school house could be moved or arrangements made to that 
effect. To ascertain the minds of the residents near there, a 
member cf the Board of Education made inquiry and found but 
little, if any, objection to its removal. Dr. Murdock proposed 
that, if it cou'd be moved, he would give a more commodious 
piece of ground than if then stood upon, and would move the 
school buildings without expense to the town. Perhaps some 
will remember that this matter was brought up at our school 
meeting some three years ago to see what action the district 
wouldtake upon it. It was voted to leave it to the discretion of 
the Board, and from that time on we heard but little in regard 
to the matter till last fall, when the subject was again agitated. 
Finally the Board met with Dr. Murdock and arranged for the 
removal of the school building to land opposite the residence 
of Dana B. Dickerson. Dr. Murdock immedi:te'y put his 
plans into effect, and the school buildings are now removed to 
the place above mentioned. 


NON ATTENDANCE AT THE CENTRE SCHOOL. 


The matter of non-attendance at the Centre School seems to 
need some comment ‘The winter term, as usual, showed a 
large falliny off in attendance, only three pupils being present 
the last week ina school whichhas an enrollment of thirty. The 
Board have bestowed considerable thought upon this matter but 
have found it a difficult problem in view of the fact that, in the 
former terms, most, if not all, of the scholars had complied with 
the provisio: s of the law in regard to attendance. Doubtless 
there have been good and sufficient reasons why some of the 
pupils could not attend; but we have reluctantly come to the 
conclusion that the evil is largely due to indifference. The on- 
ly remedy which suggests itself to us seems to be the discontin- 
uance of the school when the attendance reaches so low a point. 
The state of affairs seems to be the same, year after year, how- 
ever competent and earnest the teachers may be, 


PUNCTUALITY AND ORDER. 


The Board of Education regrets that, while the attendance up- 
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on the schools exceeds that of the year previous, it is still far 
less than could be desired. -A more earnest co-operation on the 
part of all concerned would doubtless have a good effect in this 
direction. If parents would visit the schools frequently it 
would be a source of encouragement to both teachers and pu- 
pils. 

While it is desirable that schools should be governed by kind- 
ness, it is necessary that order should be maintained at whatev- 
ercost. A school without order is of but little value. We are 
pleased to say that we have comparatively little fault to find in 
this direction. The statistical table and Treasurer’s report 
hereto appended will give full information in regard to expense, 
attendance and other matters.
